A Ca se Of Confusing Symptoms 


BY HERMAN N. RUNDESEN. M. D. 
I HAVE often said that in order 
to discover the true nature of tils- 
eaae, a physician needs the shrewd­ 
ness of a detective and many of his 
methods. 
Nowhere is this more necessary 
than in dealing with a certain type 
of severe chest pain due to irrita­ 
tion of the nerves 
a t 
the 
point 
where they leave the spinal cord. 
This condition, known as radiculitis, 
causes pain so nearly identical w.th 
that of coronary thrombosis that 
it can fool even experienced heart 
specialists. 
Blood Clot Forms 
Coronary thrombosis Is a disorder 
ih which a blood clot forms In one 
of the arteries which supply the 
heart With blood and demands an 
entirely different treatm ent from 
radiculitis. Thus, it is of the great­ 
est importance that the two disor­ 
ders be distinguished. 
The pain in rudtculitis, like that 
Of coronary thrombosis, is often 
limited to the area under the breast 
bone or under the heart but it may 
pass into the left arm or Into the 
rteck. The distress may be severe or 
prolonged. 
Pallor 
and

cases, with rapid, shallow breathing 
and the inability to take a 
breath. 
Ra diculitis may 
be

joints of the upper part of the opine. 
Neek May Be Stiff 
If the upper part of the spine is 
affected, the neck may be stiff and 
painful. The muscles also are stiff 
and lender, and there may be diffi­ 
culty in turning the head Pain In 


the back part of the head and diz­ 
ziness are also occasionally present. 
The pain due to radiculitis usu­ 
ally can be quickly relieved. Manipu­ 
lations or movements of the spine 
are helpful. The physical may pre­ 
scribe exercise to cortect posture 
and the use of a board in bed to 
stiffen the mattress. 
In radiculitis, the pain may oc­ 
cur at night when the patient turns 
in bed, or it may develop during the 
day when a person stands up after 
having been seated for a prolonged 
period. It may also develop with 
sudden bending or other movement 
of the buck. Symptoms may develop 
during a walk and stop upon rest­ 
ing. 
This occurrence of sudden pain 
during exercise and its cessation 
when the exercise is stopped may 
cause the pain to be confused with 
that due to angina pectoris, in which 
there is pain over the heart, due 
to spasm of the coronary blood ves­ 
sels. 
Pa in Cea ses 
Questioning, however, will bring 
out the fact tha t the pain ceases 
when the patient attem pts to find 
a more 
comfortable 
position 
by 
straightening th« spine and throw­ 
ing the shoulders back. The pain 
of angina would not be influenced 
deep j by such movements. 
I 
All of these symptoms are so like 
those brought on by a heart attack 
that only the 
most 
careful 
and 
clever work on the part of the doc­ 
tor will reveal 
their 
true 
signi­ 
ficance.

Answer: Barber's Itch 
is rea li y 
ringworm of the beard. The lnfec'- 
tion may occur from direct contact 
with contam inated articles .such a* 
conibs and brushes. Sometimes it re­ 
sults from association with infected 
cat*, dogs, horses, cattle and even 
bird*. 
In 
the 
treatm ent, 
the 
beard 
should be kept short and the dis­ 
eased hairs removed by means of 
X-ray treatm ents. Ointments con­ 
taining ammoniated mercury and lo­ 
tions containing sulphur may be ap­ 
plied. These measures usually clear 
up the trouble.

WOLVERHAMPTON, ENG., June 
2 9—Ductile Steel, 
Ltd., claims de­ 
velopment of a new steel m aking 
process which will prove as revolu­ 
tionary as the Bessemer furnace. 
Tne new process, the 
company 
said, will make It possible for roll­ 
ing mills in England’s m idlands fo 
cast their own billets instead of 
bringing them in from steel works. 
‘The rudim entary principle," said 
Company C hairm an Frank Hall, “is 
th a t light scrap, which Is easily ob­ 
tains Me and of little use to steel 
makers, and other m etals can be 
fused with a m ixture discovered by 
mir inventor and m elted into the 
finest quality steel ready for pour­ 
ing into molds." 
He said the "other m etals" and 
the m ixture were a secret. 
"As the mold cools off it can be 
opened and the billet 13" then ready 
for reheating and rolling into atrip 
and conduit tubing," he added. ^

STRIKEN BY QUAKE 


Numb er Of Dead, Injured 
Is Placed At Near 2,500 
After Monday Havoc

dead and Injured would total 2.500 
after Monday 's violent earthquake. 
Fifteen hundred of these were 
injured seriously . All are Japanese. 
No American or Allied personnel in 
the area were hurt seriously . The 
numb er of residents of the city in­ 
jured in minor way s will run into 
the thousands. 
Americans here who went through 
the 'quake, said it was almost as if 
eukui, which was leveled b y super- 
forts late In the war, was hit b y an 
atom b omb . The city of 85,000 is 
heavily damaged. 
The fust tremors b urst water 
mains. Fires flashed b ut Americans 
and Japanese weie helpless b efore 
the flames without water. 
Half 
the city , reb uilt 
wooden 
houses and structures, went down 
In the first temb lor or so. Ninety - 
five percent ol what was left was 
b urned and scorched and turned 
into rub b le 
A lew of the Americans here suf­ 
fered minor injuries—mostly cuts, 
b ruiser, and b urns. Many lost their 
possessions. 
Military personnel, totalling 17 
officers, 17 enlisted men and two 
civilians, fought valiantly through­ 
out the night and day to help the 
suffering Japanese. 
Flames still seared their faces as 
they led the Japanese to safety on 
the edge ol the ravaged town.
